"With al". dofi rnncc to the men op 
posing us, and with all due credit as 
to their abilities In throwing dust in 
lo the eyes 0 f the electors T must say 
that their attitude at. the last session 
has suddenly changed and they now 
try now tactics to hold their power 
Sir.

He pointed out that the Government 
in Its attitude to the miners wanted 
t 0 throw more money into the hands 
of a clique by subsidizing the mines 
a process which meant another load 
for the lax payor.

Dr. McKay Speaks Before 
Medical Undergrad. 
Meeting 

LOEB-LEOPOLD CASE 

Importance of Medical Evi- 
dence in Influencing 
Lay Mind 

"We must realize our responsibility 
na medical men in giving professional 
cvM-ence In criminal cages'", said Dr. 
V . H. McKay, the Honorary President 
of the Medical Undergraduate Society, 
In addressing that body last night at 
Its first regular meeting in the Medi- 
cal Building. 

Dr. McKay cited the recenit Loslv 
Leopold case as a striking example of 
medical evidence, being used to am«ll- 
orate a. death sentence. "It Is the most 
heinous crime in the annals of crimi- 
nology", he said. "The lawyers lor th« 
defense few the impossibility of: 
snatching the lives of these boya from, 
the hands of the jury and pleadedi their 
ca.se accordingly. We are not consid- 
ering the lawyer's duty nor the deci- 
sion of the Judge. We are concerned 
with the evidence given by the medical 
eiperts. On the strength of this evi- 
dence the lawyers pleaded guilty; they 
pleaded that the boys were not re- 
sponsible and therefore not mucderera 
at all. They talked of their day-dreaais 
and their fantasies, but day-dreams 
and fantasies do not account for mur- 
der. They gave indefinite talk abotrc 
emotional insanity and flimsy reft-, 
rence to potential criminality. There 
was not. however, one disclosure of an 
underbaianced mind." 

Dr. McKay showed how the field of 
Endocrinology is exploited by medical, 
men in giving evidence. "I have read 
a great deal tn Endocrinology but £ 
know very little about it. Not very 
much is known but a good deal o£ drib- 
ble is written. And yet In criminal 
cases, when the verdict depends upon 
che evidence given by some doctor such 
evidence Is put forth to influence the 
lay mind of the jury. At one trial the 
physician showed X-rays of the pitu- 
ary and the pituary fossa and pointed 
out that there was sand in the pineal 
body. This he said was the cause of 
the man's insanity. This sand had the. 
same connection to the man's crime as 
his toe-nail. Can one realize the re- 
dlculousness of such evidence?" It was 
in this way that Dr. McKay stressed- 
the responsibility of the medical pro- 
fession in influencing the lay mind. 

The speaker then brought home his 
point in discussing the psychology of 
the prevention of crime. "We must im, 
plant the instruction of fear and pre- 
servation to do away with crime,'' he 
said. He cited the following figures to 
explain the prevalence of murder to 
certain countries: 

"1923. 270 murders were enacted in 
Chicago. Only two men were executed. 
In greater London in tho same year 
there were 27 murders and 26 of the 
murderers wero hung. These figures 
arc taken from a report of the Com- 
mission of Crime of Chicago. Tho re- 
spective populations of Chicago and 
London are three million and! sev«n 
million. There are 110 greater number 
of subterranean passages in London 
than in Chicago to explain this erima 
tendency but in London the criminal 
is caught and punished." 

Dr. McKay bollevos that evidenco 
should not bo givon in order to provo 
a criminal not responsible. Every one 
Is responsible for thoir actions and 
should bo made to suffer for thou* if- 
they conflict with tho laws enacted to, 
protect society.

Exploring among; the aped historical records of Amherst Col- 
lege, someone, found a record of rules governing student life which 
• in the opinion of the "Amherst Student" would reduce the modern 
college to sackcloth and ashes. In 1S24 Puritan elites of Amherst, 
authorities of the College, seeking to set down rules which would 
de the lives of students in paths leading to peace and perman- 
satisfaction gathered around the council table. The result 




follows: — 

"If any student shall be guilty of fighting, striking, 
quarreling, turbulent words or behavior, challenging, 
"wearing women's apparel, fraud, lying, defamation, or 
any such like crimes, he shall be punished by fine, ad- 
monition, or otherwise, according to the nature and de- 
merit of the crime." 

Dancing, cards, games of chance, or visits to "tav- 
ern, store, house or shop" not morally approved by the 
faculty, brought "suspension, dismissal, or rustication, 
according to the aggravation of the offense" 

, "In no case shall a student bring into the college 
any cannon, musket, pistol or other species of fire- 
arms, .... and in no case, in term time, shall any stu- 
dent be concerned in the discharge of firearms or fire- 
Works in the town of Amherst. ..." 

Alas! the day of fighting is gone. The settlement of disputes 
does not now involve a test of physical struggle. The physically 
"weak man with well'developed mental powers no longer fears the 
giant. The invisible weapon of the former can cope with the 
ore apparent but less effective weapon of the latter. In this re- 
spect at -least society has evolved in the proper direction. "Strik- 
ling'' — the word has almost lost its original meaning. We cannot 
!" : f_il ;to associate it with the coal mines and industrial workers. 
. "Turbulent words" — is it possible that the student of to'day 
thinks so independently, or has such definite opinons on any sub- 
ject, .that he is aroused to indulge in turbulent words in support of 
ihs opinions? We wonder. "Fraud, lying, defamation"; "danc- 
.. iing, cards, games of chance" — now we are treading on more fa- 
miliar ground. They are the fruits of unrestricted personal frec- 
:^„6m, some will say, bring back those good old Puritan days. But 
~~ _ ion: — 

. . . and if any student shall profane the Sabbath 
Day by unnecessary business, or by diversion in his room, 
or by absence from it, on the Lord's Day, or on the pre- 
ceding evening or the following evening make any dis- 
turbance — or shall behave indecently or wickedly, in 
.^ïime of public worship, or at morning or evening prayers, 
hexnay be punished by fine or admonition, or otherwise, 
as the nature of the crime shall require" 

The passing of a hundred years has brought changes that 
would make the authors of the above extract lift their hands in 
ihprror and despair. Such restrictions on personal freedom would 
,'now be considered ridiculous. We live in "The Plastic Age." But 
•'jis .the plastic age developing men and women of as high ideals 
.and .character as those who lived and chafed under the seemingly 
severe Puritan rules of a hundred years ago? Jf not there is much 
• ;to ibe said in favour of Puritan methods.

The resolutions passed by the 
"Faculty of Applied Science were as

1 — "The Faculty of A-pplied 
Science hereby expresses i-.s general 
approval of the proposal that aca- 
demic credit be given for the subject 
of. Military Science as taught by the 
C. O. T. C. 

2. — "The Faculty accept the certi- 
ficates A and B or either of them as 
entitling a suident holding them te 
additional credits in his first, see- 
ond or third year and to either addit- 
ional credit or acceptance as an al- 
ternative course '-t, the fourth year 
provido.d that all students proposing 

to apply for such credh. s in any 
session, shall register for -.hem not 
later than November 1st. and shall 
have their course approved by the 
Dean and by the O. C. — C. O. T. C. 

3. — 'That the amount of credit to 
wlrlch the holder of cither of these 
certificates is entitled is to be de- 

ermined by the percentage marka 
-'assigned him by the War Office Ex- 
aminers based upon the full mark 
"alue of the nubj'ct of "n in the first, 
.second 'and third ywir and 100 in -She 
fourth year. 

"This means tha'.. subject to the 
approval of Corporation, the C. O. 
T. C- lectures and examinations arc 
now a recognized course '.n the 
'Faculty of Applied Science. As a 
1 general rule, it will not be powdble 
,for cadets to take their A or B cer'i- 
Ticart.es during their first year at the 
,Unlver»lty. because a candidate must 
have been "efficient" from a military 
standpoint before hia name can be 
entered for' him to take the examin- 
ation for his lieutenant's certificate. 
: To be "efflc'eut," a recruit must have 
put in ■ill parade -hours, and have fli- 
1 Jiis musketry claauificaftlon. Never- 
tlierc may be some first yeai 
who arc "tra ned mon," that 
nay, cadets who have previously 
returned as "efficient" in the Over- 
seas .Forces. Permanent Forces, 
Militia, or Senior C. O. T. C. These 
are eftfiblc now to enter their names 
for the examinations next spring. All 
cadets should attend as many as 
possible of the forthcoming leuturu* 
whether they Intend to take their ex- 
amination at the close of lb s session 
,pr the next. Thye will assimilate, the 
instruction the better, and will have 
the more confidence In themselves, 
when they take their examination.

Jnmcs Cook, tho famous globe-trot- 
ter, was about to embark on his third 
and hist voyage. He made Lodynrd a 
corporal of Die marines and took him 
along.
